New York, Jan. 15— The bond 
syndicate has been dissolved. 

Member* of the Government bond 
synpieate received in their mail this 
morning a circular letter from J. P. 
Morgan & Co. releasing them from 
their commitments to furnish their 
prorata of $100,000,000 in gold and a 
second f 100,000,000 if desirable, tak- 
ing their payment thereof iu a 4 per 
cent. Government bond. 

Accompanying this letter was 
circular explaining why the syndicate 
was formed, what action was taken on 
its behalf, and it is now dissolved. 

"On the 23d of December," Mr 
Morgan says, "I was invited to Wash 
ington to conference. During mj 
visit there no negotiations for a loan 
were even suggested, nor was th 
(lien, or since, any agreement, or 
quest, that I should take any steps 
preparatory to making a contract, 
came, however, fo the conclusion that 
the President and Secretary of the 
Bury would use every power at 
their command to restore and main- 
tain the gold reserve; that no steps 
would be taken until it was ascertain- 
ed what Congress would do; that the 
executive department would prefer to 
secure $200,000,000 of gold, and that 
it was certain that no relief could be

MORE DANGEROUS 

THAN THE OCEAN. 

Lake Navigation is Beset by 
Many Perils To Which the 
Sea is Stranger. 



Sailing the great lakes with thn low 
stage of water during the season just 
closed has been a combination of Mis- 
8i--i|i)ri river steamboatiiig and At- 
lantic navigation— worse than that, 
for the tiver captain has no such dan- 
gaiigerous plaeos to run as the 800 
river, with its jigged rocks, where 
masters are forced to pick their way 
over courses marked by ranges amid 
swift currents, and frequently in 
crowds of boatB like a naval display, 
says the Buffalo Courier. As a river 
pilot the commander of a lake vessel 
has before him in passing through the 
narrow and crooked channels con- 
necting the great lakes problems which 
would drive his brother on the Missis- 
sippi cut of his mind. Past these ho 
enters an open sea, frequently swept 
by storms, which try to the uttermost 
the strength of his craft. Then the 
task before htm has fcaturos which 
the ocean navigator generally escapes. 
The latter has sea room . He can run 
before the storm for perhaps hundreds 
of miles, or heaving to, let UU boal 
drift for days *t a i!!se. The lakes, 
while large enough to produce tre- 
mendous) seas, arc really so small that 
in big storms vessels have little sea 
room. Once in a gale, they are prac- 
lic.slly on ■ lee shore, and mu?t fight 
it out without running if unable to 
gain shelter of the shore to windward. 

It is due to this union of river and 
ocean navigation that losses on the 
lakes reach so high a figure. This is 
particularly true since the coining of 
steel boats. The foundering ot the 
steamers Western Reserve ami W. H. 
Gilchor in the fall of 1892 proved con- 
clusively that steel boats had to be 
Villi as heavy and as strong on the 
lakes as on the Atlantic. Every steel 
vessel launched since then would pass 
easily the critical inspection of the 
ocean underwriters. But this very 
solidity unfits them for the river part 
of lake navigation. When thev touch 
a rock somethirg must give way, and 
when something gives way the cost of 
repairs is far heavier than it would be 
were it not for the complicated net 
work of angles and frames which give 
strength to the double bottom. The 
past season ntUlow of tons of freight 
have been carried ou steel boats 
which, in tho shallower parts of the 
connecting rivers, were within a tew 
inches of the bpttom. Now and then 
soinothiug went amiss, and a big re- 
pair bill followed.— Louisville Timet

M'JCH GOOD IN PERFUMES. 



If wo cultivated more the use of 
perfumes, there would be 
ease in the world, it being proved 
beyond a doubt that no epidemic 
ever enters a perfume laboratory. 
Hospital nur8esin many European 
countries escape contagion by carry- 
ing musk in their olothes. Moreover 
perfnmos contain nutritious ele- 
ments, for Pliny tolls us of an In- 
dian tribe whoso nourishment was 
confined to certain perfumes. Old 
people, it is said, may prolong their 
lives by mixing saffron and eastoro- 
um with their wines. Bacon men- 
tions a man who fnstod many days- 
by surrounding himself with aro- 
matio herbs. There are no less than 
80 remodies which are attributed 
to rue, 41 to mint, tho samo number 
to iris, 32 to tho rose, 21 to the lily 
and 17 to the violet. Nothing puri- 
fies bad air bettor than perfumery, 
and, in my opinion, it is a groat 
mistako therefore to decry soonts 
and banish tbom from our homes 
and toilet. Thoy should not be con- 
sidered as mere objects of luxury, 
but as a necessity to preserve us 
from illness. 

Spices aroalsooondnoivii tn health, 

and it is a well known fact that aft- 
er the Dutch spoiled tho Spico is- 
lands of their trees, tboso islands, 
which until then bad been exempt 
from disease, soon became overrun 
with drendful epidemics. Of course 
all perfumes nre not healthful; somo 
are poisonous, as sonje kinds of 
foods are poisonous, but should wo 
discard food because till kinds are 
not equally nutritious? Doctors of 
old woro wiser In their generation 
than our present lights of medical 
scionce. They madomoro usoof per- 
fumery than of drugs to cure tbo 
sick. 

It stands to reason, moreover, 
tbnt perfumes purify tbo atmos- 
phere and in a great measure do- 
stroy millions of microbes floating 
in the air of our dwellings. This 
evil can be most successfully com- 
bated by burning or scattering per- 
fumes all over tie house.

OIL IN MAGOFFIN 

Good Results Found at an Im 
menso Depth- 

Jackson, Ky., Ky., Jan. 14 —Owing 
to i In- oil excitement prevailing 
throughout Eastern Kentucky during 
the past year, much Interest is man- 
ifested in the prospecting of a well 
some fifteen miles from here, in Ma- 
goffin county. On the farm of Har- 
rison ft. Arnett, near Hendricks, in 
Magofflu county, the Gill Oil Com- 
pany, of Pittsburg, Pa., composed of 
Henry Cooper, C. W. Pratt and L .

Gormley, Superintendent, have been 
boring for oil . The enormous depth 
of 2,382 feet has been reachod, 183 
feet in solid red rock, but all tho way 
down to that point, rock of the slate 
and lime variety was penetrated.
